PROGRAMME NOTES 


Les Ombres was written by Canadian composer Elizabeth Raum for her daughter Erika, 
a violinist, and her friend Rachel. Itis a one-movement work, written in a neo-romantic 
style, based on a theme first heard in the opening bars of the piano. This theme is 
transformed throughout the piece; the use of different shades of light and dark brings a 
variety of meanings to the theme, hence the title, Les Ombres, which is the French word 
for "shadow." The ensemble writing is compact and well-balanced, and Mrs. Raum 
chooses to remain within a clear center, making this work solid and clear to understand 
upon the first listening. Mrs. Raum is currently living and writing in Regina, 
Saskatchewan. a 


Adieu Babylonis the piece commissioned written for the 1991 E-Gré Competition. It was 
written by Manitoba-native composer Sid Robinovitch during the month of February, 
1991, during the heat of the Persian Gulf War, and was completed after the final land 
invasion of Kuwait. Since Iraq is the site of ancient Babylon, the music has a 
characteristic middle-eastern quality. It is intended as a lament for all those who have 
suffered in that area both in ancient and modern times. Hence, it is prefaced by a quote 
from Psalm 137: "By the Waters of Babylon, where we sat down and wept." These 
sections of music are juxtaposed by 20th-century sounds depicting airplanes, the 
dropping, and exploding of missiles. 


Robinovitch is presently residing in Winnipeg. He has been commissioned to write for 
such groups as the Elmer Isler Singers, Manitoba Chamber Orchestra, Winnipeg 
Philharmonic Choir and the Winnipeg Symphony Orchestra. He is a member of the 
Canadian League of Composers and president of the Manitoba Composers Association:, 


Sophie-Carmen Eckhardt-Gramatté was a composer/violinist/pianist who moved from 
Vienna Winnipeg, Canada, in 1953. Previous to this move she performed throughout 
Europe as a violinist and pianist, frequently playing her own compositions. These 
compositions, including the Ten Caprices for Solo Violin, were often quickly sketched, 
mostly improvised or created on the instrument and written out later. This Caprice No. 
8 was written in 1925. She later entitled it Elegie, being inspired by the drifting snow 
she saw from the bedside of her dying husband in 1928/29. 


In 1949 Prokofiev created the lyrical Sonata No. 2, Op 
violin with the aid of David Oistrakh. This Sonata, though sounding contemporary, 
remains clear in "classical" form, and retains memorable themes; in other words, 


inherently Prokofiev. It is in the standard four movement form. The first movement 
determines the sonata’s character by means of its om 


graciously lyrical second theme. The second movem

Andante. The finale recalls the optimism of the opening movement in its straightforward 
connection with its 18th-century classical aesthetics.

TADEAS SALVA (b. 1937) is one of the most famous Slovak composers. He studied 
cello, piano and accordion, while at the same time he completing courses in composition 
with A. Moyzes and J. Cikker. Later, he continued studies in Poland. Under the 
guidance of prominent Polish musicians, Boleslaw Szabelski and Witold Lutoslawski, 
Salva graduated in 1965 with his Concerto for clarinet, narrator, four human voices and 
percussion. Direct contact with Polish music had an importance in the development of 
Salva's musical language. Since the very beginning of his career a few specific qualities 
have dominated his works. Sonorism and humanist content are two of the components of 
music expression which stand at the centre of the composer's attention. 


Many of Salva's compositions were recorded and published by OPUS and Czecho-Slovak 
Radio Stations. Presently, Tadeas Salva is active as a chairman of the Association of 
Slovak composers in Bratislava and he lectures at the Teachers College.

Ballad for Cello Solo: Slovak folkmusic had a significant influence on Tadeas Salva's 
compositions. Salva studied this form from authentic Slovak materials, its dualism, sharp 


contrasting manner, fascinated him. 


Three Arias for Cello and Piano: Premiering in Canada, this composition was completed 
in 1990. The pieces are not attached to each other as contrasting movements, and can be 
played separately. Each Aria has is own dramatic tension in contrasting sections. 


Variations for Piano ReMiMiReLa - MiReDoMiReLa: The Variations were written 
between 1983-1985. The composer was inspired by Dominica Scarlatinas keyboard 
compositions and Arnold Schonberg's Five Pieces for Piano.
